HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



" Forest Lands of Finland," " The 
Forests of England" and " French Forest 
Ordinance of 1669," are three volumes of a 
series published and sent us by Messrs. Oliver 
& Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh. The 
subject of these works is a new one, and one 
too that is susceptible of excellent treatment, a 
consideration which the author, John Croumbie 
Brown, has never failed to take advantage of. 
The history of the forests is told in a narrative 
style that is most pleasing and woven in with 
the necessarily dry details are many incidents 
and romantic memories that make even those 
details agreeable reading. There are statistical 
tables showing the exportations of lumber, the 
age of trees, etc., etc., all of which appears to 
be authentic and, we should think, of value. 
The two volumes upon England and France 
are valuable for their historical facts, while that 
upon Finland introduces us to a country with 
which we are scarcely familiar, and shows the 
social and local customs of this "Land of a 
thousand lakes." The author has evidently 
traveled widely, and uses his knowledge thus 
acquired to good advantage. To those inter- 
ested in forestry the works are invaluable and 
to others they will well repay a reading. 

The Sanitary. Engineer is to be pub- 
lished hereafter in London every Thursday, 
the date of the issue being two weeks later 
than the date in New York. The American 
issue complete, advertising pages as well as 
reading matter is sent over in sheets, to be 
bound in England. We are gratified by the 
success of The Sanitary Engineer, and trust the 
foreign edition will be as satisfactory in its 
results to its publisher as he could wish. 
As a medium for American advertisers wish- 
ing to reach English buyers we should think 
this paper would recommend itself. 

The Am erican Journalist is the title of 
a neat magazine which reaches us with the 
date September 15th upon it cover and tf o. 1 
upon its title page. Its purpose is to be a 
sort of trade journal among the literary 
classes and declares its intention to sustain 
and encourage struggling genius which may 
be temporarily kept down by the weight of 
McClures and Dan as and Halsteads and Wat- 
tersons. The idea is a novel one and if 
conscientiously followed out, wiil be worthy 
of support. The articles in the first num- 
ber all relate to journalism in one way or 
another, and are all well written and per- 
tinent. The partial list of American papers 
in the back of the book is complete, 60 far 
as it goes, and useful. The work bears 
throughout the mark of an experienced hand 
and we wish it all the success it deserves. 
Certainly those who make papers for every 
one else should have some medium for them- 
selves.

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A "Wooden Costume.— A unique costume 
was made for the Olympian Club carnival, 
Boston, the entire outfit of dress, boots, 
mask, wig, and parasol being of wood. The 
chief garment was a princess dress made of 
various kinds of Spurr's papered veneers. It 
had a brocaded front and basque, and trim- 
mings of knife-plaiting, fichus and loops of 
wood ribbon, and was ornameneed with 
rosettes and leaves in wood of various shades 
in their natural colors. At the sides there 
was a substitute for embroidery in inlaid 
work of fancy designs. The sleeves were of 
cork paper, trimmed to imitate puffing, and 
at the bottom was a deep border of black 
walnut knife-plating. The boots and gloves 
were of birch bark, and the mask of matched 
woods with a fringe of plating. The wig 
was composed of about 100 curls, consist- 
ing of white pine shavings artistically grouped. 
The parasol, of Chinese pattern, was covered 
with vari-colored veneers, and similarly lined. 
This attempt was thoroughly successful, the 
effect of the different kinds and colors of 
wood in the combination being very striking 
and artistic. The veneers were so thin that 
the costume was not very heavy, and so 
flexible that it was not liable to injury. 

Furniture Competition at Berlin.— Fol- 
lowing the example of other German cities, 
in which various benevolent societies have 
given prizes for cheap furniture, the muni- 
cipal authorities of Berlin have organised a 
competition, to take place next spring, which 
has for its object the production, for the 
maximum price of $125, of the complete fur-' 
niture for a small dwelling consisting of liv- 
ing-room, and kitchen ; the requisite proper- 
ties of durability and effective appearance 
being kept in view. The competition is only 
for Berlin factories, and has for a condition 
that during the twelve months following the 
adjudication, the suites chosen are to be 
sold at the price named to any one who 
applies. Designs are not sufficient, but the 
manufactured furniture must be sent in for 
the competition. The prizes are $250, $150 
and $75 respectfully. 

Bleaching Celluloid.— The whiteness of 
celluloid articles, after they become yellow from 
exposure, can be restored by applying to them 
sapolio. The manufacturers of celluloid furnish 
a preparation called celluline for this purpose.

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When you desire to paint upon your 
panels designs iu oils or water-colors with 
tinted or gilded background, always consider 
first the relation in color between woodwork 
and walls. The skirting board, window frames 
and doors should be darker than the walls, and 
the walls in turn darker than the ceiling. If 
your papering, for example, be decided bird's 
egg blue, a rich effect in color may be gained 
by painting the doors and woodwork in dull 
Indian red. If yellow prevails on the walls, 
a dark, low-toned Antwerp blue may be used 
on the needlework ; if Pompeian red, try dark 
bronze green doors and skirting. 

A boudoir may have a carpet of an indis- 
tinct figure where the colors and outlines blend 
with one another. The wall from cornice to 
molding may be hung, with chintz in paler tints, 
very nearly matching the idea of the carpet, 
arranged in fiuTSjaytolds on a cord stretched 
along the sides of the room at top and bottom. 
The chintz .mayr of course, extend over the 
ceiling, and be gathered about the chandelier 
in the centre. 

A wall pocket recently seen has a gilt 
frame terminating in a Gothic top. The body 
of the pocket is of maroon plush across which, 
extending from the left hand lower corner, is 
a branch of moss rosebuds worked in pink 
ribbon, with shaded chenille for leaves, and 
tied at the lower corner with a salmon satin 
bow. The lining was a silk to correspond. 

All flower's and leaves should be outlined 
with narrow black lines. Figures also look 
well, but are much more difficult to accom- 
plish satisfactorily. They also must be out- 
lined, must be kept somewhat flat, and the 
colors used must be brilliant and well con- 
trasting ones. A background of gold or bronze 
looks well. 

An embroidered door hanging has been 
of late a popular bit of needlework. One of 
these, in width corresponding with the door, 
is made of Venetian yellow raw silk crossed 
by brown velvet bands connected by an 
arabesque of blue silk and goldthread. Loose 
peacock feathers ^Jare worked on the body of 
the stuff. . "... 

Brown has some new shades for the winter 
The sandal wood brown, tne castor brown and 
the darker tones influenced by red. The au- 
tumn leaf browns ar different from the terra 
cotta of last season. Havana brown, dead-leaf 
and chestnut brown, Orient and Indian browns 
are all to be more used. 

A pretty hand screen may be made by 
embroidering in silks and gold thread over the 
pattern printed on a Japanese paper fan. Line 
with cardinal, blue or gold silk r and edge with 
a narrow gold cord. Tie a bow of wide satin 
ribbon to match upon the handle. 

Doors and shutter panels afford desir- 
able fields for the exercise of art ; they have 
what even pictures, lovely as they may be, 
have not — ration d'etre. They are necessary ; 
they form part of the room, they have their 
own practical use. 

A handsome headpiece can always be 
added to a mean door with improved effect, 
such as those bas-reliefs of classic aim we see 
in last century houses, and which bear pick- 
ing out with color very well. 

Some may paint panels with flowers in 
the Japanese style treating the panels as win- 
dow openings, behind which the boughs ap- 
pear and allowing the jamb to cut through the 
design when necessary. 

If the style of the room permits, a Japa- 
nese kakemono or picture on silk may be hung 
upon the door frame. 

The ground of the panels may be differ- 
ent from the general color of the door, but 
of course all the panels must be of the same 
ground color. 

A delicate green is often used for large 
door surfaces, the edges and moldings shaded 
off with bronze. 

Enameled doors are decorated with either 
a pale blue or pink, and a massive brass handle 
completes the effect.

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To give a gold color to brass castings 
dissolve one pound and a-half of caustic soda 
and one pound and a quarter of milk sugar in a 
quart of water and boil for a quarter of an 
hour. The solution is at first quite clear but 
soon assumes a dark yellow color. The vessel 
is then taken from the fire and a pound and a 
quarter of cold concentrated solution of blue 
vitrol is stirred in. A red precipitate of sub- 
oxide of copper is at once formed. A suitable 
wooden sieve is placed in the vessel, and on 
this the polished articles are laid. In about one 
minute the sieve is lifted up to see how far the 
operation has gone, and at the end of the second 
minute the golden color is dark enough. The 
sieve and articles are now taken out, and the 
latter are washed and dried in sawdust. If the 
brass is left longer in the copper solution, in a 
short time a fine green lustre is produced, be- 
coming yellow at first and then bluish green. 
After it turns green, then the well-known irri- 
descent colors finally appear. To obtain uni- 
form colors it is necessary that they be produced 
slowly, which is attained at temperatures be- 
tween 135 deg. and 170 deg. Fahr. If the 
rinsed and pickled brasses are dipped for five 
minutes in a three per cent, neutral solution of 
cocoanut oil soap, and then washed with water 
again before they dry, the coating gains in 
permanence. Brass articles that have to be 
be cleaned frequently should be covered with 
oil of turpentine, or thin English copal var- 
nish. 

Day fireworks of a new character have 
been patented by a Japanese, and they are very 
interesting and pretty. Images of birds, ani- 
mals, or any figure are made of light material, 
and when projected into the air and attain a 
certain height they burst out, showing the de- 
sign. A shell for sending the paper birds sky- 
ward is placed in a small cannon or other device 
for projecting it, with its contents, into the air. 
The explosion which sends the contents into 
the air ignites the fuse, and after the shell 
reaches a considerable height, the charge of 
powder is ignited. The explosion of this charge 
fires the paper images out of the shell, and they 
being of light material and open at the bottom, 
become inflated with air, exhibiting the designs 
as they float gradually to the ground, present- 
ing a fantastic appearance. 

A white door is especially objectionable, 
just as white wood work is. When the wood 
is painted a tint of some kind, the panels of 
the doors and beneath the windows may be 
painted in some warmer and harmonious 
tint, such as gray for the base and a flush 
of purple or pink in the panels. Doors may 
be painted a dark green or brown, with panels 
m lighter tint, selecting the color that har- 
monizes with walls and furniture. 

Ebonized doors for parlor, when the 
other furniture matches them, are always 
handsome ; and on the panels rich double 
holly-hocks, either deep pink or red, sprays 
of Virginia creeper in its October beauty, 
sunflowers, clusters of purple wisteria, would 
all be effective. 

The dining room should he furnished in 
rich color.

Upon woodwork painted in sombre flat 
color, the amateur may find pleasure in her- 
self applying a new form of decoration, re- 
sembling the one still used for mural adorn- 
ment in Italy. This consists of gilding through 
stencil-plates improvised by the operator U6ing 
a brush charged with liquid gold, which can 
be bought by the bottle of any dealer in 
artists' supplies. A variety of figures may be 
drawn upon cardboard, then cut out with sharp 
scissors, leaving spaces and perforations 
through which to apply the gold over sizing. 
Round, square, quarter-foil, lozenge-shaped or 
crescent patterns may be used, which, when 
dotted irregularly over the door-frame and 
panels, not too close to each other, make a 
charming decoration. 

A drawing room wall paper represents 
antique damask. The ground is ivory tint 
with conventional flowers of warmer shade of 
ivory. The ceiling a very pale shade of blue, 
sprinkled with gold. A black wood with gold 
molding* should edge the frieze made to match 
the paper. Another has bronze and copper 
effects on a pale olive background ; with this 
is a frieze introducing Indian red. The rich 
red of rust color is mingled with burnished 
silver upon neutral tinted grounds, and papers 
in faintly perceptible shades of gray or blue or 
green have Japanese designs of flying storks, 
or geometrical patterns in dull gold. 

Sometimes a door opening inward dis- 
plays a surface totally inharmonious with the 
decoration of the interior, and many people 
submit to the annoyance with helpless resig- 
nation, seeking no remedy for what is really 
not a difficult matter. 

A mantel lambrequin should not be too 
long. Eight to ten inches of length will suffice 
for the valance. English galloon in block 
patterns of olive and gold, maroon and gold, 
black and gold are as much used now-a-days 
as when first introduced. 

A drawing room mantel cover was made 
of Pmopeian red plush, the square corners 
adorned with inlet appliques of Turkish em- 
broidery, the finish a fringe of ecru cotton 
strands, edging an insertion of ecru lace, 
heavily worked with silks. 

Oblongs of gray linen have been em- 
broidered in crewel to insert in door panels ; 
and gold paper painted over a ground of 
Chinese white, with sketchy wildflowers in 
watercolor, is also used for this purpose; 

Old gold Turkish satin, with a Renais- 
sance pattern applied in garnet velvet edged 
with gold twist, makes a handsome valance for 
the drawing room mantel. 

The foreigner has a panel of wrought or 
cast iron, behind which is a movable piece of 
glass, so that in the summer the hall may be 
aired without subjecting it to the gaze of 
every passer-by. 

Egyptian Cloth is one of the most effect- 
ive of furniture coverings.

Stained glass offers almost unlimited faci- 
lities for the designer and painter. The quaint 
treatment of birds, animals aud fishes gives a 
wide opportunity for the exercise of the in- 
ventive qualities. Foliage and flower figures 
are also excellent in their capability, and in 
their general effect, and by alternating the 
squares in a fanlight or blind, having one floral 
and another bird or fish and so on, the result is 
most [pleasing. Some designers go so far as 
to say that the natural treatment of animal 
forms in glass should never be ollowed, and it 
is an undoubted fact that the limitations of the 
art make it next to impossible to treat them in 
any other way than conventional and orna- 
mental, if they are to keep their place. The 
Japanese always make their animal forms part 
of the scheme of the decoration, and conse- 
quently treat birds, fish and other such subjects, 
more or less conventionally. 

A mantel may be cheaply decorated by 
covering with a board covered with maroon 
cotton velvet having a well proportioned 
valance of the same material, edged with 
maroon fringe. A width of the velvet may be 
tacked across the chimney breast and held in 
place at the sides by plain wooden moldings, 
painted black. Across the top, concealing the 
selvedge of the velvet may be a shelf, with 
brackets of bimple construction, made of pine, 
and likewise painted black. This may hold a 
few plates. An oblong mirror may be held 
beneath this shelf, and a long Japanese panel 
on each end above it, with a palette or other 
trifle between. 

A small banner screen is suspended from 
fixtures of ebonized wood and gilt. Upon a 
ground of soft gray silk, streaked with 
Japanese touches of silver to represent the 
clouds, is a moon embroidered in fine white 
silk. Five flying bats, one of them crossing the 
moons disk, are worked in shaded gray and 
black. 

The Portiere should not be looped back. 
There is nothing to gain by this method and 
all to lose, losing the straight natural flow of 
the stuff. A curtain hung upon a rod with 
rings, as all well regulated curtains now are, 
can be pulled back and forth at will, to ex- 
clude a draught or a pair of curious eyes. 

Fireplace curtains running upon invisible 
wires, or upon visible brass rods, beneath the 
mantelpiece, are made to draw before the grate. 
If the mantelpiece is what we wish to hide, 
this also serves that purpose, as it may be 
drawn aside just enough to reveal the fire. » 

The tint of the drapery in the doorway 
may be more vivid, or less so, than that of the 
window curtains. But be sure the coloring is 
controlled by the other decorations of the room, 
with which it must accord. 

In trimming portieres after the deep 
band of plush or velvet, so commonly used, 
there should be very little additional orna- 
ments. 

Book-shelves, brackets, corner shelves, 
over mantels and racks for china to nail above 
the doors, may be made of pine, painted in flat 
color or stained and shellacked, with excellent 
effect. 

The frieze on the upper part of window 
casing may be inlaid with flowers, as also 
the two panels in the door, and composed of 
simple wood upon a dark background. 

Panels of Japanese or English paper 
of fine design may content those who cannot 
obtain something better, and I have seen 
doors very well papered. 

Door hangings should match the rest of 
the drapery in color, although it is not ne- 
cessary that they should be of the same 
materials. 

"We will suppose that the door is painted 
the ground color of the room. If it is not, 
we should, as the sailors say, "make it so." 

Scarlet or gold colored flowers look best 
on a black door ; on an oak-colored one more 
delicate shades have a pleasing effect. 

Striped India shawls that are rich-look- 
ing, but not expensive, are used for hang- 
ings.

HINTS AND NOTIONS.

A steel house is being erected in Parkere- 
burg, Pa., everything entering into the con- 
struction of the building being of that ma- 
terial. The floors of the entrance hall, draw- 
ing room, and library are to be covered with 
polished plates of cast iron. -The plates in these, 
as in all the other floors, will be securely fast- 
ened to the beams of iron beneath. The walls 
will be hollow, and Constructed of a double 
course of iron plates. These hollow walls are 
to be used as chimneys and as heating appara- 
tus, receiving hot air from the stoves in the 
cold weather, and diffusing warmth all over the 
building. By this method of heating, the pro- 
jector estimates that even in the coldest season 
a comfortable temperature can be maintained 
in all parts of the house at one-half the cost of 
the system at present in operation. The doors 
and window frames are all to be of iron, and so 
fixed or hung as to be easily movable as if they 
were of wood. The interior walls of the sitting 
and other principal rooms are to be of steel 
polished and beautifully ornamented. In the 
dining room the decorations will consist of 
hunting scenes engraved on the walls. The 
builder estimates that the cost of his iron house 
will be from two to three times as much as if it 
had been erected of the usual materials. But 
against this initial extra outlay he sets off the 
permanent outlay in fuel, and the fact that no 
repairs will be required, and that there will be 
no need to insure the building. The founda- 
tion walls of the iron edifice consist of large 
solid blocks of rock quarried in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Dyed flowers is the latest society pecu- 
liarity, and singularly enough, the Prince of 
Wales is said to have first popularized them by 
carrying a boquet of tinted lilies at a reception 
given him. The dye is absorbed through the 
stems, and it is claimed does not affect the per- 
fume or the freshness of the flower in the least. 
Some colors are not susceptible of being ab- 
sorbed, and still other flowers have the quality 
of separating the color into its component 
parts, dividing purple into red and blue for in- 
stance. 

A birdcage ana aquarium is a very 
curious and very beautiful piece of furniture. 
The combination is made by introducing a glass 
cylinder into a glass bell. The cylinder is pro- 
vided with perches, and has a wire top to pre- 
vent the escape of the birds, and a wire over 
the bell also to hold a number of flower pots. 
The bell being furnished with water and furn- 
ished with fish, birds being placed in the cylin- 
der and flowers being stood about upon the 
netting gives a very interesting appearance. 

Sulphur burned fn cellars where milk is 
kept, is an excellent preventative or antidote 
for dampness. The sulphurous acid destroys 
the mildew and keeps the milk in good condi- 
tion. 

Peacock blue is becoming one of the truly 
ultra-fashionable colors.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Stage furniture has been criticised by 
Alexander Dumas in a proper and highly inter- 
esting way, as is natural with him. If there is 
any one thing more than theatre decoration 
that requires renovating it is theatrical furnish- 
ing. Dumas says : " What I like on the stage 
is simple and suitable furniture in a neutral 
tint, from which the figures will stand out in 
relief. I hate those door curtains (portieres), 
which in the nature of things must be too 
short, badly draped, mean-looking, weighty for 
the light door, with neither thickness nor resist- 
ing force, and out of tune with the paint- 
ing of the scenery, which never harmonizes 
with a real stuff. For a piece the action of 
which lies in a salon, I think gray walls and 
furniture upholstered in tapestry or woolen 
stuff of a quiet tone, are best. It is just as 
natural in our characterless epoch to have a 
Henry II. as a Louis Quatorze drawing room. 
Simplicity, not to say monotony, in accessories, 
gives relief to the actor. The manager who 
hunts after scenic novelty and originality in 
striving to outstrip his neighbors, lands him- 
self in staring tawdriness. When the decora- 
tion is sensational, the actresses dresses must 
go beyond it. One can never tell whether the 
stuffs of the armchairs and window draperies 
harmonize with the trains and flounces ; whe- 
ther the blues, reds, greens and yellows will 
not be intolerably out of tune, and so obtrusive 
as to deprive the physiognomies of all value, 
and the figures of all relief." 

Paper floor covering is a new feature in 
its way, and should be a good one from what 
they have to say about it. It is thus described : 
u The floor is thoroughly cleaned. The holes 
and cracks are then filled with paper putty, 
made by soaking newspapers in paste made as 
f ollow8 : To one pound of flour add three 
quarts of water and a tablespoonful of ground 
alum, and mix thoroughly. The floor is coated 
with this paste, and then a thickness of manila 
or hardware paper is put on. This is allowed 
to dry thoroughly. The manila paper is then 
covered with paste, and a layer of wall paper 
of any style or design desired is put on. After 
allowing this to dry thoroughly, it is covered 
with two or more coats of sizing made by dis- 
solving half a pound of white glue in two 
quarts of hot water. After this is allowed to 
dry, the surface is given one coat of 'hard-oil 
finish varnish,' which can be bought already 
prepared. This is allowed to dry thoroughly, 
then the floor is ready for use. The process is 
represented to be durable and cheap ; and be- 
sides taking the place of matting, carpet, oil- 
cloths, or like covering, makes the floor air- 
tight, and permits of its being washed. 

An English lecture appears to be an 
excellent advertising dodge. The lecturer will 
draw the happiness of a well ventilated home, 
the unbounded delight of a properly heated 
room, and the unlimited enthusiasm resulting 
from a properly papered wall, and then he will 
tell about Smith's new patent ventilators, and 
Jones' fine improved non-explosive heater, and 
exhaust himself over somebody else's arsenical 
wall papers, and so on ad infinitum.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Enameled iron pipes. — Two inventors in 
Bohemia are said to have patented a process 
for enameling cast-iron gas pipes, which can 
be applied to other hollow castings that are 
made with cores. It consists in simply cover- 
ing the sand core with enamel, and then 
pouring in the iron as usual. The heat of the 
nelted iron fuses the enamel, whicfi attaches 
itself firmly to the iron, and detaches itself so 
completely from the sand that the enamel is 
said to be all that can be desired for gas pipes 
aud other industrial purposes. In casting sinks, 
basins, urinals, etc., the enamel can be applied 
to the sand on that side of the mold which is to 
form the inside of the basin. The composition 
of the new enamel is kept a secret, but it is 
said to differ from the old form in the simpli- 
city of its preparation and the extraordinary 
cheapness of the materials used. In color this 
new enamel is gray. It will be useful for 
water and soil pipes as well as gas pipes, 
because it will make them absolutely tight by 
a glassy lining. . " 

Metalized cloth* — A novel invention is 
about to be commercially utilized, it would 
appear, on a considerable scale — namely, the 
production of metallic cloth, which, if desired, 
can be impressed with a pattern or printed 
upon. In the manufacture of this curious 
fabric the metal intended to be used is rendered 
into small particles, short or long, according to 
requirements, and in this form is mixed with a 
sticky material, such as India rubber. The 
mixture, as thus prepared, is transferred to 
goods made from cotton, wool, linen, silk or 
other textile, after which the fabric is dried 
and calendered, or dressed in a suitable manner, 
so as to produce a smooth metallic face. The 
process having thus been carried on to this 
extent, the cloth can be impressed with a 
desired pattern by the simple operation of 
embossing, or the pattern may be printed on 
its surface in the usual manner. The liquid 
charged with the metal does not penetrate to 
the under side, but leaves it quite clean. 
The finished material is quite soft to the 
touch and very pliable. 

Darkening glass^-The following, if neatly 
done, renders the glass obscure yet diaphanous. 
Rub up, as for oil colors, a sufficient quantity 
of sugar of lead with a little boiled linseed oil, 
and distribute this uniformly over the pane 
from the end of a hog-hair tool by a dabbing, 
jerking motion, until the appearance of ground 
glass is obtained. It may be ornamented, when 
perfectly hard, by delineating the pattern with 
a strong solution of caustic potash, giving it 
such time to act as experience dictates, and 
then expeditiously wiping out the portion it is 
necessary to remove. 

An improved tea kettle has a moveable 
spout acting on a hinge and having a knob of 
non-conducting material near the mouth. 
When the kettle is on the fire and it is desired 
to draw water from it, the spout may be lower- 
ed, and the water run off without the necessity 
of removing the kettle from its place. A little 
appliance keeps the steam from escaping on 
the hand while the spout is being lowered and 
raised. 

Cherry may be stained to imitate old 
mahogany by dipping it in a heated solution of 
logwood chips digested, for twenty-four hours 
or more, in vinegar or acetic acid. The dipping 
should continue until the proper color is ob- 
tained.

Stains tor Pottery. — In preparing these 
stains the ingredients mu6t be ground remark- 
ably fine, and then so perfectly dried as not to 
leave the least humidity, after which they must 
be ground again with oil prepared for the pur- 
pose, composed of two parts balsam of sulphur, 
one part of amber oil, and as much turpentine as 
will render them of a proper consistency : they 
may then be used with ease for pain ting various 
descriptions of biscuit ware. Blue Stain. — Five 
parts blue calx; two frit, for glazes without 
oxide of tin ; one flint glass ; one enamel blue. 
Yellow Stain. — 3 parts yellow under-glaze; one frit, 
for glazes ; quarter chromate of iron. Green 
Stain. — Three parts blue stain ; one yellow 
stain ; half enamel blue-green. 

A new weather strip is a strip of wood 
attached permanently to the door and another 
piece hinged to it. This latter strip is provided 
with a spring which keeps it elevated when the 
door is open. A block is attached to the door 
frame, and when the door is closed the movable 
strip is brought to bear against the block, turn- 
ing the strip down on its hinges and bringing 
the rubber facing against the crack of the 
door. '-*- 

The Womans Institute of Technical De- 
sign re-opened on the 24th of September with 
an excellent attendance, and a very encourag- 
ing prospect for its third year. New features 
in the shape of a class for interior decoration, 
and other additions, somewhat of 'the same 
character, will make this school particularly 
desirable. Lectures, etc., will be given as has 
been customary. 

A baby carriage robe can be made of 
white flannel. It should be finished around the 
edge with a deep hem ; feather stitch the hem 
with white or colored silk, then make a large 
bow of number twelve satin ribbon, tie this 
gracefully, and lay on the robe near the centre, 
and then, with fancy stitches, fasten the bow, 
both loops and ends, to the flannel; work all 
around as if it were applique'd work. 

An adjustable drawer attachment is a 
hinged leaf to the inner surface of the drawer 
front of a bureau, table or other piece of furni- 
ture, so it can be swung into the drawer, or 
raised to rest on the edge of the top plate of 
the table, making a convenient rest for hold- 
ing a book while reading, and answering for a 
writing desk. 

Metal is found to be a very desirable sub- 
stitute for porcelain and pottery in decorative 
objects. It is certainly more durable and 
equally rich— or can be readily made 60. We 
some time since noticed the preference shown 
for metal plaques, but it has extended now to 
vases and articles of that character. 

Amberina is a new fancy glass, exquisite 
in coloring, showing every conceivable grada- 
tion of tint from a bright amber to a dark ruby. 
The bowl of a wineglass, for instance, resting 
upon a cut stem, has a rich wine color at the 
bottom, but gradually dissolves into amber at 
the top. 

A simple lamp kettle has been invented. 
It is so constructed as to rest on the top of a 
lamp chimney, and does not iuterfere with the 
light when in use. A spout is provided which 
will hold and cook an egg at the same time the 
water is heating in the kettle. 

Gray is the prevailing color for new up- 
holsteries. Some of them have a blue tinge, 
others are pure silver, and still others are a 
mixture of black and brown with white steel 
gray, iron gray and mouse color are phases of 
the new shade. 

A sewing machine motor, or, in fact, a 
motor for any home article requiring but limited 
power, has been invented. It is a spring action. 
By the use of a spring connected to the driving 
shaft and the adaptation of clutches, a motor 
of considerable value is produced. 

Beechwood is coming into favor. It has a 
handsome surface, a fine grain, and may be 
highly polished. It is said to be widely used 
for chairs and church furniture. The red 
variety closely resembles cherry. 

An ironing table combining a clothes 
horse, a cutting table, scrap bag and a child's 
hammock has been patented, If they would 
add a crib and a fire escape the apparatus 
would recommend itself to every family. 

The tarantula of South America it is dis- 
covered makes a beautiful white silk thread, 
suitable for weaving. 

To clean glass vessels a mixture of sul- 
phuric acid and bichromate is advised. Sand 
and shot are especially to be avoided.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

* 

The first thought of artizan or house- 
wife when furnishing or decorating an apart- 
ment, should be fitness, combined with breadth 
of conception and comfort. Nothing glaring, 
tawdry or flimsy should be tolerated. Bright 
colors, tastefully combined, with a view to har- 
mony, are admissible ; but they should be so 
placed as not to arrest the eye to the exclusion 
of the tout ensemble. A chamber properly fur- 
nished should possess the qualities of a picture, 
wherein the blending or grouping of colors 
makes the whole chromatically — it might be 
said, rythmically — attractive, resting rather 
than fatiguing mind and eye. Nothing should 
be overdone. As in personal decoration, a 
taste ought to guide in the furnishing of a 
room. 

Ultramarine as a pigment is exteusively 
used in the arts and in the manufactures. It 
includes nearly every shade of blue — from the 
light green to the deep pink. It has character- 
istics. It changes white lead to a dull brown, 
and mixes with oxide of zinc, and if brought 
into contact with an acid loses color. Although 
not fully understood, ultramarine is chemically 
determined to be a combination of alumina, 
soda, silica, brimstone with forming sulphuret 
of soda. It is non-poisonous, resists the action 
of alkali, and is not quickly affected by light 
or air. 

In preparing table covers for square 
and round tables there is room for the display 
of taste. Stamped velvet or plush is fashion- 
able. In selecting colors the form of the table 
should not be overlooked. The centre of a 
square table should have but one color, the 
corners thereof another, and the intervening 
side pieces a third. Popular shades are pea- 
cock blue, rich red and old gold. Designs are 
admissable in velvet, satin, etc. Alternate sec- 
tions of gold apd plush look well on a round 
table. Wreaths of vine, brier, roses, etc., 
worked in with natural colors, look well. 

Lapis lazuli is, as the name denotes, an 
opaque azure stone. At one time it formed the 
basis of ultra-marine. The pigment was ob- 
tained by breaking th^e stone into small pieces 
which, on being calcined, was repeatedly 
washed with a diluted acid. It was next tri- 
turated and added to a pasty mixture consist- 
ing of turpentine, rosin, wax, white pitch and 
linseed oil. This paste on being put in a bag 
was kneaded under water, and as the blue was 
washed out it rose to the surface, whence it 
was taken with filters. 

Greens are many in the upholstery list for 
the Autumn. Watercress green, duck and 
duckling green, moss and myrtle green, with a 
variety of others, many of them familiar to our 
readers, are being shown.
